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FOREWORD 


This  number  is  arranged  in  parts.  Part  one  cites  Military/Naval  periodicals. 
Part  two  deals  with  target  acquisitions  as  covered  in  those  publications. 

Target  acquisition  may  formally  be  traced  to  the  development  of  a  telescope  in 
1608,  to  sound  and  flash  ranging,  and  to  radar  in  this  century.  The  technique 
involves  the  detection,  identification,  and  location  of  a  target  when  applied  to 
artillery.  This  bibliography  includes  periodical  citations  which  treat  with  the 
larger  subject  to  include  some  weapons  systems,  firing  range  development,  and 
newer  (laser)  techniques.  Emphasis  is  on  field  artillery,  however,  aerial  and 
Karine  articles  are  also  cited.
